Deaths From Typhoid 
And Diphtheria. 


T he Pennsylvania state depart­ 
ment of health has exoended $58,- 
877.38 for the free distribution of 
biological products during the first 
eight m onths of the calendar ycnr, 
according to announcem ent made 
by Ray O. Miller, chief of th at bu­ 
reau, today. 
The highest point in expenditure 
was reached in April, when the val­ 
ue of products sent out reached $9,- 
783 36 
During the sum m er there 
was a falling off. which was sea­ 
sonal. and the sums spent m onthly 
reached their lowest point in Au­ 
gust. when the total was $4.606 44. 
W ith the opening of the schools, 
throughout 
the 
state, 
the 
sums 
spent started to rise. 
The six 
anti-toxins distributed 
free by the departm ent of health, 
through 730 authorized agents in 
all parts of the state, are: diph­ 
theria anti-toxin, tetanus anti-tox­ 
in, 
toxin-anti-toxm . 
Schick 
test, 
smallpox vaccine, and typhoid vac­ 
cine. 
Any physician in the state 
can secure these anti-toxins w ith­ 
out expense, bv simply signing a 
receipt for them, at th e nearest 
drug store where a state supply Is 
in stock, and the patient us cared 
for promptly. 
The use of these remedial agents, 
furnished without cost by the state, 
has resulted in a trem endous reduc­ 
tion in fatalities among sufferers 
from diphtlieria, typhoid and acci­ 
dents causing lockjaw.

The ti agio death of Cadet Richard B Sheridan, Jr., as the result 
of an unavoidable accident in the Ar my-Yale game must throw a 
shadow' over football this season. When a brilliant scholar, a leader 
among his classmates, a player of mere than ordinary skill and cour­ 
age is struck down on the football field we are shocked and forced to 
ponder whether the game is worth the heavy price it has now claimed. 
0 \e r a long period of years the committee which has been intrusted 
with the responsibility of making the rules has never failed to keep in 
mind the protection of the life and limb of the player. They have had 
no easy task, but they have never faltered even when subjected to 
heavy criticism. 
Football is a hard, red-blooded game. If it were anything else it 
would not hold its appeal not only to the spectator but to the player 
himself. Modern training methods have been perfected to the point 
where the players now meet in fierce bodily conflict with usually no 
greater injury than one might receive in falling on the ice. The hard 
but cleanly fought game is punishing, exhausting, us every follower of 
football knows 
Always there is the possibility of serious accident, but 
no good player about to make a tackle gives a moment’s thought to 
th* danger involved. Football is a poor game unless its players give 
of their best to it; it is a sport not unlike the gamble of life. 
Fatal accidents have occurred in baseball, polo, golf, and even in 
swimming and diving 
There is hardly a Ringle form of sport winch 
has not claimed its victims, rome of whom have made the supreme 
sacrifice and others <and fortunately the huge majority) nothing more 
than a physical liability to be carried through the years. Sportsmen 
reckon such costs lightly. 
If intercollegiate football is a game which means something more 
than the mere playing of it. if it can help to build character, to 
destroy ham and dissipate the miasma of hypocrisy then it is worth 
playing hard,

ALONG RIVER 


Scenic Route Dedicated By 
State And County Officials 
Thursday. 


Lancaster, Nov. 7—The new Sus­ 


quehanna river road, connecting Bain­ 


bridge and 
M arietta and know as 
Route 441, was dedicated Thursday 


afternoon. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
state and of Lancaster county partici- 


I pated in the program held on Bain- 
J bridge athletic field. 
The road provides a direct route be­ 
tween M arietta and H arrisburg and 
opens the river section to motorists. 
It is one of the most interesting routes 
in this section from the standpoint of 
scenic beauty. 
In dedicating, Samuel S. Lewis, sec­ 
retary of the department of highways, 
said Pennsylvania, with less than one- 
tenth of the country’s population is 
employing more than lialf as many 
men as the federal road builders. 
Tho dedicatory exercises were held 
at Bainbridge incident to the comple­ 
tion of a six-milc stretch of federal- 
aid macadam road connecting Bain­ 
bridge and M arietta, the last link in 
the highway to be improved. 
Lewis referred to a W ashington dis­ 
patch which said that 50,000 mon are 
employed on federal public roads at 
present, the value of the highways be­ 
ing $229,772,700. 
‘“In Pennsylvania we have a road- 
construction program valued at only 
a fraction of tile federal program hut 
we are employing 30,OOO men in the 
highway departm ent.” he said. 
‘‘Our 
maintenance force alone is 24,552 men, 
compared with the federal employment 
of 50.000. 
“The comparison goes further. The 
population of the United States is 123,- 
000.000 and the federal program is 
employing 50.000 men. 
In Pennsyl­ 
vania we liave nearly 10,000.000 pop­ 
ulation, but our road program employs 
30,000.” 


INDICTMENT DENIED 
IN YATES SHOOTING 


New York, Nov. 7 (AP)—A grand 
jury refusal Thursday to indict Ruth 
Jayne Cranm er, who was arrested last 
August for the shooting of former 
Senator Roy Yates, of New Jersey, in 
her New York apartm ent. 
On recovering from his wounds, 
Yates refused to bring any charges 
and resigned from the senate. 
Appearing rn W est Side court as a 
witness following her arrest, Yates 
said he had gone to her apartm ent on 
August 13 and remembered discussing 
certain legislation on which she was 
doing research. 
From then on. he 
said, he remembered nothing until he 
awoke in a hospital.
